The class of 256 law enforcement 
officers represented men and women from 49 states, the District of Columbia, 35 international 
countries, five military organizations and seven federal civilian organizations. The graduates of 
the 276 th Session have an average of 21 years of law enforcement experience.

Hunt, assistant director of the Corrections Investigation Division (CID), has been with the 
MDOC since September 2006.
